Talked with Boyd Crawford, Staff Director, 

House Foreign Affairs Committee, in connection with the alleged briefing 
by Secretary Rusk of members of House Foreign Affairs on the Chinese 
nuclear explosion. Crawford confirmed there was such a briefing on 
Tuesday with Hays, Gallagher, McDowell and Fraser being present. From 
the staff were Crawford and Pat Holt, Acting Staff Director, Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. Crawford indicated that the Secretary of State gave a 
very detailed briefing and repeatedly cautioned the members on the 
sensitivity and the reasons for classification. After McDowell’s news 
conference, Hays was very concerned and in addition to reported press 
comments stated publicly to the effect that with the ChiComs having enemies 
such as Congressman McDowell they did not need any friends. Crawford 
stated the Chairman, Dr. Morgan, upon being advised of McDowell’s press 
conference was most concerned and indicated that corrective steps will be 
necessary prior to the next Congress. Crawford also added that there is 
tentatively scheduled an additional briefing today at 5:00 P. M. to include 
Congressmen Barry, Frelinghuysen, and Broomfield. Also it is planned 
that the Department will send someone to brief Congressman Adair in his 
home district. (All of this was passed to Mr. Elder for the Director. ) 
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5. | | Met with Howard P. Willens, Executive 

Assistant, Criminal Division, Department of Justice, and Mr. Herbert 
S. Miller, of the staff of the Criminal Division, concerning present 
considerations by the Department of Legislation concerning attempts on 
the life of the President, Vice President, and other Federal officials. 
Mr. Willens very cordially offered any assistance his office can provide 
in bringing the question of inclusion of the DCI among others within the 
coverage of the proposed legislation and suggested, as a possible course 
of action, submission of our views to the Bureau of the Budget so that 
they would be available for consideration by the Bureau and by the 
Commission in submitting legislation proposals for inclusion in the 
President's legislative program. 


6. I Discussed with Mr. Wilfred Rommel, 

Bureau of the Budget, the present request through the Bureau of the 
Budget from the Commission appointment by the President for comment 
on proposed legislation concerning attempts on the life of the President, 
Vice President, and others. Mr. Rommel indicated that it had not 
occurred to them to request comments from the Agency and suggested 
that we reference today's conversations and submit our view in normal 
fashion to the Bureau.
